FOR GOOOD ROADS.

President Sligh of Good Roads League
Sends Out Letter—Vice-
. Presidents,

Sometime ago at a meeting of the
rural letter earviovs it was deeided to
organize a good roads league for Mew-
berry county, Mr. W. K. Sligh was
elected president and given auth wily
to appoint viee-presidents in each
township. e has named these of-
ficers and sent out a civeular lettes
to each outlining his dulies. IIe has
also sent a petition for the viee-presi-
dents to have the citizens in each
township sign with a view of wark.
ing up a sentiment in favor of woorl
roads. A copy
President Sligh together with a copy
of the petition with the list of viee-
presidents, is given in this conneetion.

Sept. 14, 1908,
Dear Sir:

At a meeting held Sept. 7th, at
Newberry a Good Roads League for
this eounty was partially organized,
and the president of the League was
instrueted to appoint a viee-president
from each Township. It gives me
pleasure to ask you to serve as viee-
president from your township.

The duties of your eoffice will be
defined when Lhe by-laws of the Lea-
gue are prepared and adopted. Bul
you may assume that among vour du-
ties will be to take active control of
the organization in your Township
and to advance in other ways the in-
terest of the league.

The objeel of the league as its nama
indieates is to seenve good voads for
our county. It is its purpose to help
improve the econdition oi our roads in
the immediate future, and finally, if
possible, to seeure hard voads, thal
shall be properly laid out and graded.
To aceomplish this latter ohjeet may
take years but this is our altimate
aim.

This work ean he done only after
thorough oveanization. We will first
of all need to edueate our people to
see the great importanee of improving
our highwavs, This we hope (o do
throngh out county and loeal organ-
izattonz  Literature on  (he subjeel
will be distributed and a liberal use
made of the ecounty papers. When the
loeal leagues are orvganized, speakers
will be sent to them to diseuss good
roads and how to oet them.

First of all we want to get a loeal
league in each township. Will you
not at once secure in your township
signers to the roll? T enclose a form
for members to sign. The only con-
dition for membership is a desire to
have better roads and a willingness
to participate in a diseussion of plans
whereby they may be had. The lea-
gue has no plans as yet. Sueh plans
must be the vesult of the disenssions
which will follow after we get organ-
ized. Tt will not be necessary to
hold a meeting of yonr loeal league
for some time yet. We simply want
to gel signers to the rolls now, and
we want fo gel as many as possible.
Later a eall will be issued for {he
township leagues to meet and orean-
ize. There are no fees.

We are eounting upon your active
co-operation in this matter. Of course,
it will take some of your time, but
we feel that this is a most worthy
eause and that you cannot serve your
county in a better way.

Personally, I believe that this sub-
jeet of roads should command the
serious thoughts of our people, Good
roads would do more for the county
than any other thing. .Their value
cannot be over-estimated.

[ further helieve that if our people
will give this subject serions consid-
eration and band themselves togeth-
er for a serious discussion of this
question that some feasible and satis-
factory plan ean be evolved by which
better roads may be had.

T shall be pleased to hear that yvou
aceept this position and that you are
enrolling members.

Neglect of Yellow Pine Forests in the
South.

In many parts of the conntry the
most progressive men of the lumber
industry have felt the greatest nee-
essity of adopting better methods of
profecting their timber holdings From
Fire bt in some places there still rve-
mains mueh to he done. This is par-
tienlarly trae throngh a part of the
sreat yellow pine helt ol the Sounth
upen whieh the naval stores indnstry
of the world is largely dependent. A
timber owner of Flovida, in writine
to the forest <erviee al Washington,
talks of the matter as follows:

“Speaking  of  fire
There is absolutely nothing  heing
done. The turpentine people. to pro-
teet their turpentine timber, vake
around the trees during early winter,
and then burn the woods. This is
done to keep off the forest fires of
early spring. These fires are sup-
posed to be set by the eatlle inter-
ests, for the purpose of burning off
the dry grass, so that the young grass
will eome up, on whiech the eattle
feed. Tn deing this, they destroy
millions of young pines that have just
started (o grow and are too small and
tender o stand the heat of the fire,

“OIT these Tires conld he stopped, il
wanld solve the problem of ve-forest-
ing, as far as Florida is eoncerned.
I have thought for a long time (hat
a no fenee law wonld oo far toward
stopping the burning of (he wonds.
As it is now, there i no regulation.

C“What T mean to sav is, that il
von own g small picee of land, say 40
aeres, and had 10,000 head of eattle,

on my 10,000 acres of Land, or on my
neighbor’s 20,000 acres of land, and
we eannot help  ourselves, 1 we
would eateh you firing the woods and
had a witness to prove it, we could
prosecute yon, but this is hard to do.
If we had a no fenee law, von as a
cattle owner, would he ecompelled to
keep your eattle in an  enelosure,
whieh would remove the temptation
of burning  the woods of  vour
Paeighbors, hesides being of  infinite
henefit to poor people in starting lit-
itle "arms. Inomany  instances  the
fencing of the land  is by all odds
the largest item of expense in starl-
(ing a small farm, and often puts it
 bevond the reach of poor men who
fmight otherwise make a little starl
toward farming,

kills millions of small pine trees hot
vit impoverishes the soil and exposes

the ground to the heat of the sun,
thereby retarding the erowth of not
only small pine trees but  the large
':mm as well.  The thing that is nee-
essary to make the trees healthy and
Vvigorous goes up in smoke every year.

CWhat T have mentioned, and the
many  destruetive  methods  being
practiced in the entting ol timber in
the forest and in the manufacturing
ol il, is costing (he  South  millions
of dollars of which she is taking no
aceount, and the present low prices
of' lumber and naval stores will add
to the destruction, for the reason that
many of the owners of timber  and
turpentine leases will not have money
to pay the expense of vaking the pines.
Our naval =toves and Tumber ave being
sent all over  the world, and in the
majurity of eases we are not making
expenses out of our commodity, which
is really valuable enough (o bring a
good, liberal stumpage.  We are sell-
ing our turpentine at 35 and 36 ceuts
per gallon, and it will eost $1.00 per
wallon to veproduece the forest from
which it is being taken. The same
thing will apply to rosin., Woe  are
giving the world onr erop of lumber
al an average  of about $15.00  per
thousand fFeet that will cost us from
FHLO0 to $50.00 per thousand feet Lo
